son, or of a single non-resident 
whose name was voted in the last 
general election.”

WASHINGTON, March 2 (A*)— 
Capt. N. H. Collisson, Federal Coal 
Mines Administrator, reported today 
that uncertainty over what Con­ 
gress will do on labor legislation 
and what the Supreme Court will 
rule in the Lewis case is holding 
up contract negotiations between 
the union and the mine operators.

Collisson released a letter to Sen. 
Capehart (R-Ind) who had asked 
whist the government is doing and 
when negotiations would start be­ 
tween the private operators and 
the United Mine Workers.

Strike Pissed 98 Schools 
When the federation called its 
strike last Monday which closed the 
city’s 98 public schools and halted 
classes for 71,000 school children, it 
had demanded an immediate $1,025 
increase phis a $500 cost-of-living 
bonus. 
Federation President Raymond J. 
Ast defined comment, referring re­ 
porters to Manch. 
“The councU of delegates decided 
to accept the proposal after a very 
full and complete discussion of it,” 
Manch —id. “The decision was not 
made in haste, just — our action to 
strike was not made in haste.”

CHICAGO, March 2 — (JP) —A 
three-story building in Chicago's 
downtown area at the Loop s south­ 
west corner blew up with a terrific 
roar shortly after noon todaxy, kill­ 
ing at least two persons, injuring 
more than 30. and damaging ether 
buildings nearby. 
The blast reduced the pautly-vac- 
ant brick structure at 203 West Van 
Buren Street to a smoking heap of 
rubble little higher than street level. 
An elevated lines towerman who 
saw the blast from several hundred 
feet away said “everything seemed 
to come up—sidewalks, the street, 
and people.” 
A ticket seller at an elevated sta­ 
tion said she saw “two bodies fly­ 
ing.” and added: 
“It waul like an earthquake—a low 
rumble, then a flash auld windows 
crackling.” 


Gas Leak Believed C ave 


Michael J. Corrigan, fire commis­ 
sioner, said he believed the explosion 
was caused by gas leaking from a 
furnace. 
He estimated property damage at 
about $1.000000 
The demolished building was en 
the southwest corner of Van Buren 
and Wells Street, a block from the 
Board of Trade building, auld in the 
beaut of arn office and garment- 
making district which is crowded 
on week-days. The building recently 
was sold for $70,000. 
The two known dead were iden­ 
tified by police as Harry Koons. 52, 
Fort Wayne, Ind., auld Mrs. Koons. 
47. Her clothes were tern from her 
body. The two were blown from the 
street into the under-structure of 
the elevated platform 
( 
The couple was walking near the 
building. Corrigan said. They were 
pronounced dead shortly after ar­ 
rival at St. Luke’s Hospital. 
Police expressed belief no one was 
in the wrecked building, auld few 
were In the nearby area at the

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Bevin's Observations 
Over Palestine Problem 
Foreign Secretary Bevin has told the British 
House of Commons th at President Truman wrecked 
negotiations for solution of the Palestine problem by 
demanding the immediate entry of 100.000 Jews into 
the Holy Land late last Fall. This '‘spoiled'* talks 
then in progress with Jewish leaders in Paris, the 
British cabinet member said. The Arab states, which 
had been in a mood for compromise, changed their 
attitude when the President's statem ent was made, 
be asserted, and “the whole thing was set back” 
Mr. Bevin pleaded with Secretary Byrnes to dis* 
suade Mr. Truman from making this public stand, 
he said, but was informed th at if it were not issued 
a “competitive statem ent’* would be made by Gov­ 
ernor Thomas E. Dewey of New York. Subsequent to 
the President’s demand, Mr. Dewey did make such 
a statement. 
In his statement to Commons, Mr. Bevin observed, 
*T really must point out th at in international affairs 
I cannot settle things lf my problem is made* the 
subject of local elections.** Adding that he had done 
all he could to promote good relations with the 
United States, he continued th at he “should have 
been happier if they had regarded the fact that we 
were the mandatory power and that we were carrying 
the responsibility." Mr. Bevin warned th at the Pal* 
est in e problem must be solved because it holds the 
seeds of a possible third world war. 
As to whether the President’s statem ent upset 
British effort^ to arrange an amicable settlement be* 
tween Jewish leaders and the Arab states, is to our 
mind, debatable. But the situation undeniably has 
become worse since th at time, and the emotional 
pressures exerted by this country have contributed 
nothing to arrest th at deterioration. 
That Americans have the utmost sympathy for 
the victims of Nazi persecution who seek new homes 
in Palestine and elsewhere, Is not questioned. It la 
being demonstrated in a practical way by the pro­ 
vision made for displaced persons In the American 
zone in Germany, pending their perm anent resettle­ 
m ent This situation itself, however, is living testi­ 
mony to the pressing need for a just and early 
understanding on the Palestine question. 
But we will do a grevious disservice to these un­ 
fortunate people if we make their plight a football of 
American politics and yet actually do nothing to 
solve their permanent problem. 
Our backseat driving in Palestine, where we have 
accepted no official responsibility, has not helped and 
may, in fact, have been harmful. If and when this 
issue is presented to the United Nations, we should 
be prepared for a more constructive approach to the 
problem, and it must be something more than free 
advice. 


Young's Railroad Plans 
Stirring Up Industry 
Robert R. Young’s new “Federation For Railway 
Progress”, whatever else it may accomplish, seems 
certain to make life in the railroad business more 
exciting. 
Gadfly activities of Mr. Young—his successful 
campaign for example, in behalf of coast-to-coast 
Pullman service—have won him public attention and 
acclaim. He proposes to make the Federation a rival 
and vigorous competitor of the Association of Ameri­ 
can Railroads. It will seek a large membership, in­ 
cluding representatives not only for managements 
but also of railway stockholders, labor, shippers and 
the general public. 
It goes without saying, his plans are ambitious. 
The Federation, he says, will light for better railroad 
equipment and service; for a fairer balance of rail­ 
way wages, rates and investment returns; for more 
progressive and efficient management; against mo­ 
nopolistic practices; for wider public understanding 
of railroad problems. 
Mr. Young contends that most of the industry’s 
troubles are due to too much regulation by Washing­ 
ton bureaucrats. 
And he promises that the Feder­ 
ation will promote more competition, more free en­ 
terprise, and a restoration of “courtesy, efficiency and 
earning power to the American railroads.** 
Those are all things th at the American railroads 
need. W hether or not Mr. Young will win popularity 
among other leaders of the industry may be a ques­ 
tion, but if the Federation carries out his announced 
program it will be good for the railroads and the coun­ 
try. 


Echo in the Steppes 
It appears that the Voice of America radio pro­ 
gram directed at Russia by the State Department 
sounds like more of an echo than a voice as It pene­ 
trates to the land of the steppes. 
According to 
dispatches from Moscow, the broadcast, beamed 
through Munich, fades badly and the material pro­ 
vided 
is 
in considerable 
need 
of improvement. 
Russians say the American station at Frankfurt, Ger­ 
many, comes in much better than the Munich station 
and th at the program provided by the British in their 
Russian-language broadcast is superior to the Voice 
of America. 
Despite the fact that there are not more than 
1 000.000 radio receiving sets in Russia, and*these are 
owned by Communists who swear strict allegiance to 
Stalin, the Moscow regime does throw excellent pro­ 
gram s on the Russian radio at the same time the 
American program is on the air. If beaming a radio 
program to Russia is worth spending $5,000,000 of the 
American taxpayers’ money for it, it is worth doing 
well. Otherwise the effort is wasted, as it probably 
is anyway. 


Down to Earth 
There may be millions of Japanese who still re­ 
gard Emperor Hirohito as divine, but the Son of Heav­ 
en himself now has painful but convincing proof th at 
he is just like any other mortal. Previously the em­ 
peror was exempt from the income tax—which is al­ 
most enough, by itself, to give a man godlike delus­ 
ions. 
But under a new statute, Hirohito has lost his 
special immunity. He has Just flied his first income 
tax return. If this doesn’t bring the imperlol family 
down to earth, nothing will. 
It must be extremely 
difficult to feel like a divinity after wrestling with an 
income tax form and handing over 90 per cent of 
what comes in to the government, which is approxi­ 
mately w hat Hirohito will pay as one of Japan’s weal­ 
thiest citizens.

Health 
departments have established codes 
but many owners and personnel are 
unwilling to abide by them, not real­ 
izing how much harm they may be 
doing. Most of us have encountered 
places which fail to follow the rule* 
and should have been closed long 
ago.In the past the public was harsh 
in Its criticism of producers and 
processors and forgot to incriminate 
managers, cooks, dishwashers, salad 
makers, and waitresses. The indict­ 
ment, however, was useful as rigid 
regulations of canneries, packing 
houses, bakeries, creameries, etc, 
were enforced. 
But when outbreaks of food poi­ 
soning continued, many states pass­ 
ed laws requiring health examina­ 
tions of persons who prepare and 
serve edibles. Yet the plan has 
shortcomings. While no one with a 
positive blood test or smear because 
of venereal disease will be given a 
certificate, some who pass may be­ 
come infected several weeks after 
the checkup and continue to work 
unless the authorities learn of the 
case. The same may be said of tu­ 
berculosis. altho the original chett 
X-ray was negative. To eliminate 
the possibility of typhoid or ame­ 
bic dysentery, a stool specimen is 
analyzed. A angle study may not 
disclose the organisms even when 
these disorders are suspected, let 
alone in one who apparently is well. 
Nevertheless, such physicals are im­ 
portant in keeping out many who 
are potential hazards. 
In addition, considerable reliance 
is placed upon the individual, clean­ 
liness will minimize contagion and 
in every food establishment, good 
hygiene should be paramount. The 
hands must be washed on coming 
from the outside as well as after 
using the lavatory, scratching the 
head, and blowing the nose. The 
nails harbor bacteria for days or 
weeks unless properly cared for. All 
wounds, pimples, and boils'ought to 
be covered and whenever a waitress 
or dishwasher develops a cold or 
sore throat she should stay home. 
Special attention must be given 
to dishes, glasses, and silverware 
Unless antiseptics are employed to 
kill the germs it is all to often only 
a matter of removing particles and 
grease. Even this. is not done com­ 
pletely, for who has not suffered 
the experience of finding lipstick 
on glass or cup? Now and then the 
eating house has the equipment but 
the attendant is not familiar with 
it* uae or neglects certain phases to 
hasten the procedure. Debris should 
not be allowed to remain on mixers, 
saws, and knives for too long a 
time. 


Screens to keep flies and other in­ 
sects out and ratproofing of the 
premises are necessary. Cats and 
dogs should not be permitted in 
rooms where food is stored or cook­ 
ed. The recognition of spoilage will 
help the situation. The bacteria 
are not always as harmful as the 
toxins they may produce. 
lf we expect to get anyimere 
along this line, every one must co­ 
operate. We should never patron­ 
ize unclean restaurants, or. better, 
they should be reported to the prop­ 
er officials. Perhaps our health de­ 
partments have been handicapped 
by lack of workers but. whatever 
the reason for laxity, reforms are 
in order. 
X-RAYING THE SKIN 
O. O. writes: Last year I had 35 
X-ray treatments in small doses for 
acne. I would like to have more but 
my friends tell me it would be dan­ 
gerous. Can you tell me how many 
treatments a person can have? 
REPLY 
I have no right to answer such a 
question, since I do not know the 
exact dosage received nor the condi­ 
tion of your skin. Guessing would 
be a mistake. Why not go back to 
the physician who gave them and 
discuss the matter with him? Any 
one who has taken this form of 
therapy should not repeat it unless 
all the facte are known to the 
physician.

New Ambassador To England Only One Step Removed From Being British 
Subject; Douglas Believes In Rebuilding Germany; Ouicharmed Roosevelt 


- Says DREW PEARSON

WASHINGTON, March 2—Lewis 
William Douglas, newly appointed 
Ambaasador to the Court of St. 
James, has three unique character­ 
istics: 
He was one of the few who could 
outcharm Franklin Roosevelt; lie 
is only one step removed from be­ 
ing a British subject himself; and 
he can talk longer, say less and 
still make people like him. which 
is saying a lot for * diplomat— 
or anyone else. 
In addition*Lew has crowded a 
great deal of valuable Government 
experience into his restively young 
life, and all-in-all should make an 
astute and able envoy to the nation 
where we do so badly need capable 
representation. 
Douglas’ clone kinship with the 
British is through his grandfather, 
a Scottish professor of geology, who 
migrated to Arizona via Canada 
where he established the beginning 
of the Phelps-Dodge copper mil­ 
lions. 
But despite the fact that the 
family drew millions from the UBA 
and that the town of Douglas, 
Arizona, is named for him. grand­ 
pa Douglas refused to become an 
American citizen. In fact he sent 
his wife back to Canada when­ 
ever a child was expected so that 
all his children might be British 
subjects. Of his two sons, Waller 
Douglas remained British to the 
end. But 
Jimmy 
Douglas, 
Lew’s 
father, fell in love with Josephine 
Williams, 
daughter 
of 
a 
crusty 
Arlaona miner who flatly refused 
to let his daughter marry a “for­ 
eigner.”

Before Douglas split with Roose­ 
velt he did one important thing 
to which he now owes his present 
appointment as Ambassador to Lon­ 
don. He helped get hie old friend 
Dean Achaean appointed Undersec­ 
retary of the Treasury. Acheron 
didn’t agree with Roosevelt infla­ 
tion either and also resigned. 
But twelve years later it was 
Acheson, 
now 
Undersecretary of 
State who put Douglas’ appointment 
across with Truman as Ambassador 
to England. 
Oetcharming EDR 
Though Lew Douglas split with 
FDR over Government-spending, he 
remained one of the few individuals 
who could outcharm Roosevelt. 
Despite the fact that he voted 
for London in 1036 and organized 
the 
independent 
Democrats 
for 
Wendell Winkle in IMO. Douglas 
rushed back to FDR’s bosom when 
w ar 
began. 
And 
FOR. 
whose 
memory was long and sometimes 
vindictive, surprised 
everyone 
by 
welcoming Lew with open arms. 
Lew’* contagious smile, his ingrat­ 
iating manner, his ability to get 
along with people were sometimes 
rated as even more beguiling than 
Roosevelt’s. Friends said that Doug­ 
las fascinated the late President 
because he was the only man who 
had 
a 
better 
technique 
ag 
a 
charmer. 
Some of those who have wonder­ 
ed whether Douglas was Canadian 
or American are now speculating 
as to what kind of ambassador he 
will bt. Will he be another Walter 
Hines Page and be more British 
than the British? Will he stand 
up for the USA? This is an Impor­ 
tan t and legitimate question. 


The answer, in the opinion of 
this columnist, is in the positive. 
Lew woald never sell bb own 
country short. He hss just shout 
the right combination of churm 
and tact, mixed with metal, to 
make aa excellent ambassador. 


In the summer of 1943, Roose­ 
velt asked Douglas to fly up to 
Quebec to pour oil on troubled U. 
S.-British waters. General Marshall 
and Admiral King had been rowing 
with 
Sir Alan 
Brooke and the 
British General Staff over for East­ 
ern strategy, and Douglas was ask­ 
ed to heal some of the wounds. He 
did—and later got special thanks 
from FDR. 
But at the very same conference. 
he also stood 
up against 
Lord 
Leathers, 
British 
Minister 
for 
Shlppiflg. 
regarding 
Hie 
use 
of 
British transports for carrying U. 
S. troops. Leathers had indicated 
that the British, being short of 
transports, could not allocate many 
ships for the carrying of U. S. 
troops across the Atlantic. 


“Yea know that la no! true. 
Fred.” shot back Douglas in­ 
stantly. "You know you’ve got 
And he proceeded lo 
reel off a long list of British 
vessels. He had them and their 
tonnage all on the tip of hi* 
tongue. 
Apparently 
he 
knew 
more 
about

than Lord Leathers. 
Without 
ruffling anyone’s feelings, ha 
brought tho British Chipping 
Minister around 
to a 
point 
where be had to agree with 
Douglas. It was largely as a

Lew has kept extremely close ties 
with Canada, however, and at one 
time served as Chancellor of Mc­ 
Gill University in Montreal. And 
his father, despite the marriage to 
an American wife, went back to 
Canada, 
resumed 
his 
Canadian 
citizenship, and spent the rest of his 
life—as far from the hated New 
Deal as possible. 
Somewhat like his father, Lew 
Douglas has sometimes hated the 
New Deal. Unlike his father, he 
has sometimes worked for it. In 
fact, he has oscillated in and out 
of Government like an animated 
shuttlecock, never quite happy rn 
private business, but always a little 
too independent for Government 
service. 
Beagles And FOB 
Actually, Lew came to Washing­ 
ton five years before 
Franklin 
Roosevelt as a very young, very 
energetic Democratic Congressman. 
Congress at that time was packed 
with the dignified, self-satisfied 
solons of the Coolidge era, to whom 
Douglas was a hot breeze of radical­ 
ism right off the desert. 
Lew saw in Franklin Roosevelt, 
then Governor of New York, a re­ 
freshing contrast. He also saw In 
Roosevelt a chance to upset the 
long drawn-out Republican era. So,

Municipal Bonds Of Our Biggest 
Cities Considered Risky To Hold 


-By ROGER W. BABSON— 


BABSON PARK. Florida. March 
3—Three weeks ago in this column 
I discussed the stock market. I gave 
ten reasons favoring higher prices. 
This week I will discuss bonds. 
These bonds may be divided into 
two major groups. 
By taxable bonds I have in mind 
those of established corporations 
and U. 8. Government bonds. Near­ 
ly all such corporation bond issues 
now on the market should be safe. 
They yield from 3% to 5V»% accord­ 
ing to their marketability. For an 
investor buying only for income and 
security, the medium-grade bonds 
often are better than the low-yield- 
lng bonds. Each issue should, how­ 
ever. be Judged on its own merits. 
All the U. S. Governments should 
be safe. The small Investor should 
buy Series “I ” which yield about 
3% although you must wait ten 
years before getting your interest. 
Large investors buy the "F a” or 
“O ’s” which yield 2’4Tc. The In­ 
terest on these bonds Is taxable 
like the interest from any corpora­ 
tion bond, but the security should 
be of the highest possible. 
Non-Taxables Tee High 
I am bearish on non-taxable bonds 
at this time and this applies to all 
of the three leading groups as fol­ 
lows: 
I Municipal bonds of our biggest 
cities such as New York. Boston. 
Philadelphia. Baltimore. Pittsburgh, 
Detriot, etc. are truly risky to hold. 
Only a world spiritual awakening 
can prevent World War III. If this 
War III comes, some of these cities 
will surely be bombed and their 
bonds could drop to 50 cents on the 
dollar over-night. No; I don’t want 
any of these non-taxable bonds. 
2. Municipal Bonds of small cities 
which defaulted about 15 years ago 
and were “re-organized” are risky 
to buy at present prices. Bonds of 


THE CELL 
One fact that has come out of 
the Lllienthal hearing Is the total 
lack of understanding of the opera­ 
tions of the principal organizational 
unit of the Communist party the 
cell. 
In many respects, it is remarkable 
that intelligent men. chosen lead­ 
ers. should not understand the evi­ 
dence of 40 years of political activ­ 
ity. For Bolshevism has been at work 
as a political apparatus since 1907 
and its methods have changed very 
little. They have everywhere re­ 
mained a comparatively small par­ 
ty, even in the countries which they 
have mastered. When in 1917, they 
destroyed the Constituent Assembly 
meeting at Taurlde Palace in Petro- 
grgd, and took control of Russia, 
they were a fractional minority. 


In the United States, the Com­ 
munist party is a trifling organ of 
perhaps 100,000 members, scattered 
over a vast continent. How is it 
possible for so few to make so much 
noise, to create such disturbances, 
to affect so many situations, to 
exert such influence? Lenin quotes 
Marx and Engels as having said: 
“Our teaching is not a dogma, but 
a guide to action.” It is this focus­ 
sed. concentrated action, directed 
through cells and affecting large, 
even anti-Communist numbers that 
makes this small unit so effective. 
The cell itself might be tiny. For 
instance, in TVA, the larged num­ 
ber I have heard used originally 
was a cell of seven. Anyone who has 
studied this movement over the 
years in many countries will say 
that such a cell is a large one 
In fact, the strength of Bolshe­ 
vism is the smallness of its mem­ 
bership. It is limited to fanatically 
sincere persons who accept party 
discipline without question. It is 
concentrated action. It is directed 
action. It means no diversions, no 
distraction from the central focus. 
When Senator Knowland of Califor­ 
nia and Senator McMahon of Con­ 
necticut ask questions about the 
size of numbers, they establish their 
tragic misunderstanding of the cell. 


The cell must be a small unit. 
For instance, the Canadian atom 
bomb spy cell amounted to 15. I 
have known cells as small as three 
member! effective against hundreds. 
And the explanation is certainty as 


to purpose, organizational direction, 
ample assistance from outside, end­ 
less work and concentration on the 
task. 
The Communists have no mono­ 
poly of this method. I have seen 
the same thing worked in organi­ 
zations by non-Communistf with 
equal success. I know of a Repub­ 
lican club In which a man. as a 
single unit, by hard and concentra­ 
ted work over a prolonged penod^^ 
took control of the orgamzatioi^P 
from a large membership including 
national leaders. He succeeded by 
the same method of concentrating 
upon an objective while others ac­ 
cepted hi* services without regard 
to motive. I suppose others can 
duplicate this experience in every 
type of organization—the devoted 
catch the worm. 


The cell rarely discloses itself It 
employs a “front.” The front may 
be pro- or anti-Communist. It may 
be accepted for one purpose serv­ 
ice or it may be cultivated for many 
services. The front may be violently 
antagonistic to some issue which the 
cell is directed to oppose. 
Let me cite the example of Franco. 
Many Americana are opposed to 
Franco but also to Communism. 
Some of these may be Roman Cath­ 
olics who are by their profession of 
faith anti-Ccvmunist. But they are 
opposed to Franco. The task of a 
particular cell may be directed to 
capturing Just such individuals and 
names to build a vast anti-Franco 
movement in the United States. 
Now. the object of the Innocents Is 
laudable: they db like dictators: but 
the object of the Communists is 
to bolster up the Soviet foreign 
policy 
even 
against 
the United 
States. The innocent! have no de­ 
sire to do the latter. lAit they do 
want to oppose Franco It is in­ 
conceivable to them that In the 
manner of joining and by the sign­ 
ing of particular petitions and by 
subscribing to cell-prepared reso­ 
lutions, they are actually fighting 
not against Franco but for Stalin. 
The cell is not more intelligent 
than the innocents but it is more 
competently organized and directed 
It is the old story of the professional 
versus the dilettantish amateur. In 
such a contest, numbers do not 
count.

Florida, is not pay­ 
ing her coupons cai time and asks 
for another “re-organization." Prob­ 
ably other Florida cities will make 
the same demand This could hurt 
all municipal bonds which were re­ 
adjusted in the 30 s. 
3. Municipal bonds of h ig h -g ra d e 
medium-sized cities which are in a 
safe locality and have excellent cre­ 
dit should be a sound investment. 
These bonds should not default but, 
due to the great demand by rich 
people for “tax exempts’’, these 
bonds yield only Hi to 2S. Now. in 
view of the coming cut in income 
taxes, rich people will not be so 
crazy to buy them. Hence, even 
these best municipals will gradually 
sell off in price 
What About Taxes? 
Investors have lost more money 
In the long run by trying to save 
taxes than by paying them. My ad­ 
vice is to buy and sell on merits 
without thought of taxes. Don’t buy 
questionable securities to save bi­ 
corne taxes; don’t refrain I rom tak­ 
ing profits tor fear of paying a 25 «# 
profits tax. 
Certainly in today's market it is 
better to buy good yielding taxable 
corporation bonds than to gamble in 
non-taxables of any group. Of these 
corporation bonds. I further prefer 
the industrial bonds of long-estab­ 
lished companies rather than rail­ 
road bonds. Utility bonds are good; 
but their yield is low and they are 
liable to be called at anytime.

Lew Douglas will be most sym­ 
pathetic with the British in their 
hour of crisis, but he will alway* 
be an American first. 
Rebuilding Germany 
Douglas baa one recent ten­ 
dency, however, which should 
be watched. He Is an ardent 
member of the hell-bent-for- 
re build life-Germany 
school 
of 
thought. 


In fact, he is one of its pioneers. 
Shortly after V-E Day. Lew turned 
up in Germany for reasons best 
known to himself and his brother- 
in-law, Jack McCloy. former Assis­ 
tant Secretary of War. Just why 
the civilian, head of the Mutal Life 
Insurance Company, close to J. P. 
Morgan, should be in Germany 
when virtually all other civilians 
were barred, never has been ex­ 
plained. But when one’s brothel- 
in-law is the Assistant Secretary 
of War a lot of things are possible. 
At any rate, Douglas, then in 
Germany, took a Arm stand against 
a tough peace, and rushed back to 
Washington to try to suppress the 
famous joint Chiefs of Staff order 
1067 which called for the destruc­ 
tion of German industry. 


Lew’s thinking, like so many 
other of his Wall Street friends, 
takes the line that Germany 
mast be brill up as a bulwark 
against Russia. They fail to tee 
that once Germany Is built up 
it will hold the balance of pow­ 
er In Europe—a balance which 
can be shifted to the side of 
Russia overnight. This was ex­ 
actly the same British school 
of thought after the last war­ 
like Chamberlain appeasement 
school—which winked at the re­ 
building of German armament 
and looked the other way as 
Nazism rose to power. 


The British view on this subject 
is more mixed, now that labor is 
at the helm. But Lew Douglas has 
not changed, and this point of view 
will be the most important thing 
to watch about his certain-to-be 
charming and brilliant service as 
American Ambassador to the Court 
of St. James

Products Company will cut the* cov­ 
erage on CJBJS. of their “Our Gal 
Sunday” and “Romance of Helen 
Trent** shows from 150 stations to 
85 In a sharp reduction of costs. 
This does not mean the advertis­ 
ers are pulling out of radio; it just 
means that they are scanning costs 
more closely than at any time in 
the last seven years. 
During the 
war, the sponsors had a lot of mon­ 
ey to spend which would other­ 
wise have gone to the government 
In taxes. They bought big, expen­ 
sive shows with orchestras, comed­ 
ians and everything but a seal act. 
This brought the sponsor consid­ 
erable 
prestige and 
fairly food 
Hooper ratings. 


Today the economy-minded spon­ 
sor is judging shows by an entirely 
different criterion: how many peo- 
k 
ii 
he reaching per $1,000 he 
spends? 
Two inexpensive daytime 
shows, for Instance, may reach as 
many people and possibly even 
more prospective purchasers than 
one Mg nighttime show. The pres­ 
tige was fun while It and the mon­ 
ey lasted but the easy money days 
are over. 
Far-*i g h t e d 
broadcasters are 
greeting the new trend with a sigh 
of relief For one thing, costs had 
reached an all-time high. 
Radio 
programs were becoming so pro­ 
hibitively 
expensive 
that, if the 
costs continued unchecked, the ad­ 
vertisers would put their money 
into other and less expensive media. 
Another—and to the listener more 
important—reason is that the tight­ 
ening advertising budget is stim­ 
ulating the broadcasters into flights 
of ingenuity and energy not seen 
in years. 
' 
Prom now on, a lot more brains 
and a lot less money will co into 
radio programs, which will be a 
good thing for every one concerned. 
There is a scurry of activity around 
the networks these days more inv 
tense than anything that has gone 
on for many years. 
The networks 
have always produced a few radio 
shows of their own but the real 
burden of programing—and inev­ 
itably the control of programing— 
fell on the advertising agencies. 
All four networks today are pro­ 
ducing their own shows more fever­ 
ishly than at any time in recent 
years. N.B.C. is now peddling some 
thirty shows to the advertising 
agencies. 
These are chiefly sum­ 
mer replacements, but it is hoped 
that some of them will last into 
the regular season. 
Two-thirds of 
them were originated by the NJ3.C. 
program department. 


Even more active are the Holly­ 
wood and New York offices of C.B.8. 
C.B.S. has developed 
thirty - four 
radio programs, all of them owned 
outright by the network. 
Fourteen 
of these are now on the air on a 
sustaining basis and twenty others 
are available on records for any 
Interested sponsor. 
Besides these, 
C J A has developed and sold “Ar­ 
thur 
Godfrey’s 
Talent 
Scouts,1* 
Jean Babion, “The Whistler,** “Give 
and Take,” “Let’s Pretend” 
and 
“Garden Gate”—all within the last 
year. 
A .B.C. has developed and sold 
Henry Morgan and has also put on 


the aid “Willie Piper” and Its new 
“Beulah” as sustainers looking for 
sponsorship 
The consequences of this net-1 
work 
activity 
are 
far-reaching, 
though the broadcasters are still 
a little shy in talking about it. If 
the networks can produce better and 
cheaper shows than the advertis­ 
ers. the advertising agencies’ con­ 
trol will inevitably diminish. 
“If we can’t produce better shows 
than the advertising agencies, then 
there’s no point in spending all this 
money and time,” said one broad­ 
casting executive. 
“We're not in­ 
terested in the cost of the show 
(whereas an advertiser with his 
straight 15 per cent definitely is) 
but in its quality. 
We want lis­ 
teners and we Brant good programs 
on our network.” All radio lis­ 
teners Brill heartily concur. 
N.B.C. asserts it can offer a pro­ 
gram to a sponsor—or a package. 
as it is known to the industry—for 
as little as one-third the cost an 
agency would charge for the same 
show. 
“Grand Marquee,” originat­ 
ed by the Chicago program de­ 
partment of N J.C, sold to Hud- 
nut is an outstanding example.” 
Th* three Junior networks—OJI .8. 
AH.C. and Mutual—have another 
more selfish reason for controlling 
their own shows. All three networks 
are sick and tired I developing 
new radio stars and new radio 
shows and then losing them to 
N.B.C. 
NHC., with its magnifi­ 
cent nation-wide coverage and great 
prestige, is a logical goal both for 
the entertainers and the sponsors 
to aim at. 
But It’s a little hard 
on the other networks, which have 
to compete frequently with the 
shows they developed. AHC. now 
has twenty-three programs firmly 
pegged to Its network and CHH. 
controls Its thirty-four new shows 
outright 
Sponsors may come and 
go but Hie programs will stay on 
their parent network. 
This* too would be a heartening 
development all around. If the talent 
wert distributed more equitably 
among networks, competition be­ 
tween shows would Increase com- 
mesurately. 
And competition in­ 
variably improves every one’s prod­ 
uct.

Hurt In Bus-Truck Wreck 


Delmer Simon Dolly 
Dios In Hospital 


An Allegany County Road 
Department employe was fat­ 
ally injured and two bus pas­ 
sengers, both county resi­ 
dents, were hurt when a Blue 
Ridge bus and a pickup truck, 
owned by the county, crashed 
on Route 40, six miles east of 
Cumberland, at 4 o’clock yes­ 
terday afternoon. 
The county employe, iden­ 
tified as Delmer Simon Dolly, 
44, RFD No. 2, Flintstone, 
died in Allegany Hospital at 
7:55 p. rn. 
Dr. H. V. Deming, deputy county 
medical examiner, said he suffered 
a crushed chest, fractured skull, 
small laceration of the head and 
laceration of the right eyelid. 
The injured were Miss Elenora 
Eaton, 29, Flintstone, and Miss 
Manan Wintermyer, 23, 
LaVale. 
both passengers on the bus. They 
were treated in Allegany Hospital 
and attaches said Miss Eaton suf­ 
fered a slight bruise on the rignt 
thigh and that Miss Wintermyer 
suffered a possible fracture of the 
Sight knee. 


Other Passengers Uninjured 


None of the other 19 passengers 
mn the bus or its driver, William 
Calvin Keller. 55, Funkstown, were 
injured, according to State Trooper 
William F, Baker, who investigated. 
Dolly, who had worked for the 
county roads department for the 
past IO years and more recently as 
a mechanic s helper in the county 
garage, was driving toward Rocky 
Gap Road to pick up some other 
County employes who were engaged 
in plowing snow when the accident 
occurred. 
Trooper Baker said Dolly, headed 
cast on Route 40. made a left turn 
directly in front of the bus toward 
Rocky Gap Road, and that bus 
headed for Cumberland, struck the 
•mailer vehicle broadside on the 
light side. 
The truck was carried 75 feet 
by the bus before it toppled from 
the road down a 10-foot embank­ 
ment and landed on its top in Elk 
Lick Creek. When the bus stopped, 
its from was almost over the truck 


Keller the bus driver, said he had 
no chance to avoid striking the 
truck. He told Trooper Baker, the 
Officer said. that he saw the truck 
approaching and that it was “not 
going very fast." 
Before the bus came to a stop, it 
had sideswiped a telephone pole and 
tora up “five or six" guard rail posts, 
the trooper reported. 
Baker said the truck was “wrecked 
worse than any I've seen. Not a bit 
of it was intact.** 
The pickup body of the truck was 
lorn loose and remained on the 
highway. The cab torn from the 
chassis, overturned in the creek bed 
with Dolly in it. Part of the chassis 
remained on the edge of the road 
and part was in the creek. 
Track Completely Demolished 


Parts of the truck. Baker said. 
•were strewn all over the road." 
The 
bus was 
badly damaged 
around the front. The front of the 
bus overhung the creek and the 
remainder stayed on the road. 
Passing truck drivers stopped and 
removed Dolly from the cab of his 
truck soon after the crash occurred,

A meeting to all interested groups
